‘Last week in preparation for the fish hatchery: the brick house in 
which was operated Warren's factory was razed. This buildin we under- 
stand was erected in 1836 and put together with wrought nails which are 
as good now as they were when driven into the structure. ‘The timbers 
are of vellow poplar and ‘the sills are 20 feet long and 14 inches 
square, It is impossible to get such timber’ at the present time and if 
it could be had the price would be so high that no one could afford to 
use. it. : oe , 


-This factory was operated for years by ir, henry Warren in the man- 
ufacture of cotton goods, and he accumulated what was considered a for- 
tune, in those early days, said to be approximately ;100,000. Warren's 
tiollow is near the eastern boundary of the county, more than 3 miles 
from #lintville, the railroad shipping point. it is said the selection 
of this place for the factory was influenced by the splendid water 
power which.was available. At the start it was operated by an overshot 
wheel, perhaps 440 feet in diameter. Later the energy to turn the wheels 
was furnished by a small turbine with a 10-inch unrigsht water pipe 40 
feet in.lensth feeding it, The turbine was on the side ofa bluff 3 or 
4 feet from the bottom and with such great weirht of water rushing 
through it had to turn no matter how great the load.it had to move.

The purpose of this letter is to give you a2 few accomplishments 
and future goals of the Lincoln County Genealogical Society. It was 
organized September 53 1976 with ten charter members. It is an all 
volunteer organization a@edicated to the accumulation and preservation 
of records of Lincoln County families, and to the establishment of 4 
larger genealogical library, Previous to its establishment, basic 
genealogical research had to be done in the Heritage Room in Huntsville 
Alabama or the State Archives. Our hope is to stop the duplication of 
efforts in searching for family lines, to duplicate old records and to 
save as many old original records as possible. 

Our fiscal year starts January first and our dues are five dollars 
a year, We became affiliated with Jane Waller's publication, "Lincoln 
County, Tenn. Pioneers:, in September 1978. This publication is 
six dollars a year, and is optional. It is published in January and 
June and ag a member or subscriber, you are entitled to free queries. 

The work of our organization is done entirely by volunteers. 

Fach member is requested to fill out an ancestor chart, beginning 
with the members name, and a family record sheet on your oldest ances- 
tor from this area, ‘These forms will be mailed to you, and must be re- 
turned if we are to help you. These records do not have to be complete 
put give us as many full names and dates as possible. You may send in 
as many records as you like, put be sure your name and address is on 
each page, We cross-index each ancestor chart. We now have over 800 
charts covering approximately 21,000 family names. Each 200 charts 
are duplicated, indexed, made into a hard backed book and placed in the 
public library. Your family records sheets are filed according to 
the surname, When we receive enough information, these are duplicated. 

In order to protect our original copies, we have peen forced to 
leave the library building. At the present time we are renting an 
art studio for $15.00 a month. It is located at the corner of Swanson 
Blvd, and Northview Street. Our original files are open to members 
only. We meet at the above location the first Sunday of each month 
at 2 P.M. for a business meeting and to help members with genealogical 
problems.
